WE find language inadequate to the 
task of expressing the profound dis- 
gust and loathing we feel for those who 
are continually sniveling through their 
livid lips, The ultras, the extremest 
ofthe South, deserve hanging!“ We 
hear this expression almost every day, 
uttered not only by Radicals, but by 
Southern men.

No man is 
more highly esteempef_or more heartily 
welcomed in the South than the North- 
ern man who comes iu our midst with 
liberal-hearted views, determined to 
give his neighbors the same tights he 
exercises. The skill of such g man, his 
intelligence, his industry aud the fruits 
of his ingenuity, culture and energy are 

ladly received, A man can 
vote as he pleases, and fot whicheyer 
party he pleases, and advocate what- 
ever political opinion he pleases, unin- 
terruptedly. All that is asked of him is 
that he shall tread on no other man’s 
toes, and avoid Slanderim and libel- 
ling others. No one cares to interfere 
with him or his 6pinfons. ‘“ His vote 
is as free to him us the air, and this is 
also free tohisspeech. But us it is free to 
him; so it should be to those who lived 
here before him: and he hasneither a 
natural nor an acquired right to abuse, 
or insult, or maltreat others. The 
great. difficulty with the carpet-bag

UTE ger“ is so heartily abhorred by the 


Southern people? Nor is this feeling 
at all likely to be lessened or to die out, 
until the policy which he pursues is 
abandoned.: It is as easy for him to be- 
come and tobe held to be the friend 
‘and ally of the Southern people, as for 
any other man who has settled here 
before or during the war. But, 
80 long as he makes his course one of 
spoliation and defamation of the 
Southern people must he expect to be 
hated; and that this hatred will 
grow rather than decrease, and the 
more successful he may may be in con- 
tinuing and carrying it out, the more 
will he be hated and the more avoided. 
He may be so aided by the supreme 
power as to constantly secure greater 
means cf oppression, and he may roll 
in wealth thus acquired; but this will 
not give him satisfaction or pleasure. 
He will constantly see before him men 
who came here with no better title to 
social standing and kindly regard 
than he had, who will be happy and 
contented in the approval of their 
course of Ife and conduct in the com- 
munity, though they may be as far 
from political eoincidence with the 
Southern people as he may be. 

THE unsettled condition of the coun- 
try causes the bondholders much un- 
easiness, and we are not surprised at 
the growing disposition of capital- 
ists to invest their means in bonds and 
real estate, The tendency of the times 
is surely in the direction of repudia- 
tion. This tendency has created great 
alarm, and is causing much discus- 
sion in the North. We do notlike the 
word, and cannot approve the morals 
of the public policy which assent to 
the necessity. Itis not the les true, 
that as GRANT separates himself from 
Congress, and as Congress now and 
then asserts its purpose to pay, to the 
veryssame extent a doubt arises as to 
the ability of GRaNT and the honest in- 
tetinons of Congress. If the debt were 
certainly to be paid, and no one had 
ever doubted this consummation, 
there would never have been an act of 
Congress, or amendment of the Consti- 
tution declaiming that the public debt 
was of necessity part and parcel of the 
public honor. It is a little curious that 
the very sepsitiveness of the Federal 
Government, as it affects the question 
of repudiation, is the very best evi- 
dence of the existence of a well 
grounded apprehension that the public 
faith may be violated, More remarka- 
ble than all this is the conduct of the 
most astute party leaders. Without 
an exception, the wisest, most thought- 
ful and adroit party leaders, who study 
most the tendencies of popular opinion, 
concur in asserting the necessity for re- 
pudiation, or some kindred measure. 
In fact, there is hardly a great popular 
leader who does not assent, directly or 
indirectly, to repudiation. Beast Bur- 
LER is, by all odds, the most cunning 
and thoughtful of all his party leaders. 
He proclaims the necessity for repudia- 
tion. ANDREW JOHNSON has stood all 
his life by the bedside of the populace, 
with his finger on the varying pulse, 
and declares that repudiation § is 
inevitable. Thirty millions of real 
estate have changed hands in the city 
of New York since the Ist of January.

ARGUMENT OF COLONEL GANTT. 
Colonel George Gantt, on the o 
the court im the morning, rose 

the Closing argument on behalf of the pro- 
secution, and commenced by referring to 
the authorities on circumstantial cvi- 
dence, quoted by Mr. Hallum for the de- 
fense on the previous day. He said that 
his learned friend had contended that it 
was necessary to prove a motive in the 


opinion had already been proved. He 
then went on to refer to the difficulty be- 
tween Dr. Samuel Dickens and Mr. Pat- 
terson in the Chancery court-room, and 
said that he conside Patterson equally 
guilty with Dickens, and he would admit 
that Dickens was equally guilty with Pat- 
terson in reference to the entire matter.

fense, that their client had gained the case 
in the Chanc Court. Here, however, 
on the table 2 him, was the decree in 
the case, and if they wished, they could 
look at it and see who had gained the case, 
as it was not for him to give his 
opinion. He would, however, throw it 
down and challenge them, for he did so to 
show that there was a motive. Judge T. 
R. Smith had told them in his testimony 
that the suits between the parties were of 
a family characier, and therefore of a 
bitter nature. He would grant that the

CRIMINAL CouRrtT-— William Hunter, Judge. 
The examination of the witnesses for the 
defense continued all day yesterday. The 
first witness sworn was Frank Brannan, 
who testified as follows: Dolan and wit- 
ness were guards at the jail at the time of 
the murder of Thomas Malone; Dolan 
and witness had some talk on the night of 
the murder of Malone in regard to the 
same; Dolan said to witness that Cosgrove 
was not guilty of the murder of Malone;

his hand to witness; witness saw a fresh 
wound thereon. 

Cross-examined—This is the first time 
that witness has testified in this case; am 
a brother-in-law to Pat Winters; have no 
occupation; have been out of business for 
nine months; was in the employ of Pat 
Winters at the time of the murder of Ma- 
lone; Cosgrove was in jail for the murder 
of Malone; Dolan and witness guarded 
Cosgrove; he was kept in a room in the 
winter time without fire; did not tell any 
one except the wife of witness the facts 
related by Dolan in regard to the murder 
of Malone. 

— you not ashamed of your- 
self? 

Answer—No, sir; have never done any- 
thing to be ashamed of. 

John Magevney was jailor of Shelby 
county at the time Malone was killed. 
Some one told witness of the murder of 
Malone, and about that time Dolan came 
into the jail. Witness informed Dolan of 
what he had heard in regard to the mur- 
der of Malone. Dolan then told witness 
that he was not there, that he was up 
town, 

Cross-examined—Did not say anything 
about what Dolan had told witness; un- 
til a short time ago was unwilling to do so, 
for fear of violence from Dolan; Dolan re- 
mained as guard afterwards; do not know 
how long. 

John Dougherty was present at the 
court-house when 42 was shot; was 
standing on the table; stood very near to 
Malone when shot; was near the tron gate: 
saw Pat Dolan coming toward Malone, 
from the iron gate; was very near Malone 
when the shot was fired. Saw Cosgrove 
just before the shot was fired; he was 
standing between the table and the iron 
railing; just after the shot was fired saw 
him near the judge's bench; went to the 
court-house to hear the lawyers speak. 
(Cross-examined—Am a grocer and a 
dealer in city and county serip; have been 
in the Southern army; was a prisoner in 
Washington, D. C.; was a peddier for tive 
years; did not peddle wooden nutmegs; 
sometime during the war was a bounty 
jumper inthe South; jumped the bounty 
three times; have two sisters in the city; 
one of them is the wife of Thomas Win- 
ters, have know Cosgrove for several 
years;am very friendly with Pat Dolan; 
testified twice before in this case; was 
not examined when Cosgrove was tried 
by a jury; witness stated the same facts 
before Esquire Moore, and before Judge 
Hunter on an application for bail by Cos- 
grove. 

The following extract was then read to 

the witness from an affidavit made by 

him at the June term of the court: 

Affiant further makes oath that he was 

summoned before Esquire Moore, but was 

never examined in this case, and that he
